FOLLOWING IS AMBASSADOR YOUNG'S TESTIMONY BEFORE THE SENATE 
CONCERNING US RELATIONS WITH VIETNAM: 

BEGIN TEXT: 

Q. SENATOR MCGOVERN. YOU MADE REFERENCE EARLIER, CONGRESS- 
MAN, TO THE FACT THAT YOU HOPED THAT THE VIETNAM ISSUE COULD 
BE PUT BEHIND US. I SHARE IN THAT VIEW. 

DO YOU THINK THAT WHEN THE VIETNAMESE APPLY AGAIN FOR ADMIS- 
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SION TO THE UN, AS THEY PROBABLY WILL SOMETIME IN 1977, THAT 
WE WILL BE MATURE ENOUGH TO ACCEPT THAT AND NOT EXERCISE 
THE VETO THAT WE DID ON TWO OCCASIONS LAST YEAR? 

A. REPRESENTATIVE YOUNG. I WOULD CERTAINLY HOPE SO. I 
THINK IT IS THE INTENTION OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE AND THE 
PRESIDENT TO MOVE FORTHRIGHTLY IN THAT DIRECTION. I THINK 
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THAT IT WOULD BE HELPFUL FOR US TO FIND A WAY TO WORK OUT 
BILATERAL RELATIONS WITH VIETNAM BEFORE THIS CAME UP. 

I WOULD HATE TO GO UP TO NEW YORK NEXT WEEK AND BE FACED BY 
THIS. I DON'T KNOW THAT WE ARE QUITE READY FOR IT. 

BUT GIVEN 60 OR 90 DAYS, I WOULD HOPE THAT THE SECRETARY 
MIGHT FOLLOW UP ON HIS INTENTION TO BEGIN CONVERSATIONS 
CONFIRMING THE REPORTS WHICH HAVE ALREADY COME BACK FROM 
THE HOUSE COMMITTEE, AND WORKING OUT ANY ADDITIONAL INFORMA- 
TION THAT MIGHT BE AVAILABLE IN REGARD TO OUR MISSING-IN- 
ACTION. 

THEN, I UNDERSTAND, IF THOSE QUESTIONS ARE SATISFIED, THE 
PRESIDENT SAYS THAT HE HAS NO OBJECTION TO MOVING TOWARD 
CERTAINLY SOME KIND OF RECOGNITION AND ADMISSION TO THE 
UNITED NATIONS.

FOLLOWING IS AMBASSADOR YOUNG'S TESTIMONY BEFORE THE SENATE 
CONCERNING US RELATIONS WITH VIETNAM: 

BEGIN TEXT: 

Q. SENATOR MCGOVERN. YOU MADE REFERENCE EARLIER, CONGRESS- 
MAN, TO THE FACT THAT YOU HOPED THAT THE VIETNAM ISSUE COULD 
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BE PUT BEHIND US. I SHARE IN THAT VIEW. 

DO YOU THINK THAT WHEN THE VIETNAMESE APPLY AGAIN FOR ADMIS- 
SION TO THE UN, AS THEY PROBABLY WILL SOMETIME IN 1977, THAT 
WE WILL BE MATURE ENOUGH TO ACCEPT THAT AND NOT EXERCISE 
THE VETO THAT WE DID ON TWO OCCASIONS LAST YEAR? 

A. REPRESENTATIVE YOUNG. I WOULD CERTAINLY HOPE SO. I 
THINK IT IS THE INTENTION OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE AND THE 
PRESIDENT TO MOVE FORTHRIGHTLY IN THAT DIRECTION. I THINK 
THAT IT WOULD BE HELPFUL FOR US TO FIND A WAY TO WORK OUT 
BILATERAL RELATIONS WITH VIETNAM BEFORE THIS CAME UP. 

I WOULD HATE TO GO UP TO NEW YORK NEXT WEEK AND BE FACED BY 
THIS. I DON'T KNOW THAT WE ARE QUITE READY FOR IT. 

BUT GIVEN 60 OR 90 DAYS, I WOULD HOPE THAT THE SECRETARY 
MIGHT FOLLOW UP ON HIS INTENTION TO BEGIN CONVERSATIONS 
CONFIRMING THE REPORTS WHICH HAVE ALREADY COME BACK FROM 
THE HOUSE COMMITTEE, AND WORKING OUT ANY ADDITIONAL INFORMA- 
TION THAT MIGHT BE AVAILABLE IN REGARD TO OUR MISSING-IN- 
ACTION. 

THEN, I UNDERSTAND, IF THOSE QUESTIONS ARE SATISFIED, THE 
PRESIDENT SAYS THAT HE HAS NO OBJECTION TO MOVING TOWARD 
CERTAINLY SOME KIND OF RECOGNITION AND ADMISSION TO THE 
UNITED NATIONS.
